The 4-H Clubs campaign to sell the new Slow 
Moving Vehicle signs deserves the support of every 
farmer or operator who ever has occasion to use a 
highway or district road in moving farm machinery 
or similar equipment from place to place. 

A high proportion of fatalities involving tractors 
occurs on public roads; a nine-year total of statistics 
shows that while only 2% to 4% of total tractor 
operating time is spent on a road, 35% of the fatal 
tractor accidents occur during this time. 

The Department of Agricultural Engineering at 
the University of Alberta has commenced a study of 
all tractor accidents on roads to determine the under¬ 
lying causes for these accidents. 

We suspect that where other vehicles besides the 
tractor or self-propelled machine are involved, the 
finding will be that the second driver involved did 
not recognize the vehicle or machine ahead of him 
as a “slow moving vehicle” until it was too late to 
reduce his own speed. 

Acceptance and use of the new slow moving 
vehicle signs and a campaign to have other drivers 
recognize the triangular sign will pay off in fewer 
accidents.
